7 Counties Have Cut Out 
COL ..y Supervisor Job, 
But Overall Cost Climbs 


(Second of » Strict) 


Despite the wholesale elimination of school dis- 


tricts through consolidation and the drastic drop in 
rural population Arkansas has moved slowly in the 
matter of abolishing the County School Supervisor, 
an office which the trend of the times has made 
obsolete. 


As of fiscal 1959-60 only six counties out of the 


75 had eliminated the office; and in fiscal 1960-61 
the number was still'only seven. Six of the seven 
have cut the office from a $10,000 budget down to 
a secretary usually getting $3,000 a year. These 
are: 
Cleveland, Crawford, Cross, Lincoln, Madison, 


and Nevada. The seventh, Scott, wiped out the 
entire office, reporting "No budget." 
This tabu- 


lation is taken from a State Department of Educa- 
tion analysis dated January 1, 1961. 


In the above analysis it should be noted that with 


six counties reducing the County Supervisor to a 
secretary in fiscal 1959-60 the state-wide cost was 
$595,542; but in fiscal 1960-61 when o seventh — 
Scctt county — reported no budget at all —- the 
state-wide expense increased to $624,162. 
. 


In preparing its campaign to abolish the County 


School Supervisor office in Hempstead county Hope 
Star employed James H. Pilkinton, former chancery 
judge, lo digest the law and outline procedure. 
There are various pertinent acts of the legislature, 
dating back to 1941 .in ; 
"rl survey, but it- 


was No. 159 of the Acts of 1957 which spelled out 
the means by which the public might act. 


Here is the abstract on No. 159 (80-235): 


80-235. 
Abolition of office of county supervisor — 


Employment of secretary — The County Board of Educa- 
tion in Ihe several counties shall have the power and 
authority to elect to abolish the office of County School 
Supervisor in their respective counties. 
If any County 


Board of Education so elects to abolish the Office of County 
School Supervisor, then the said County Board of Educa- 
tion shall, at their option, either employ a secretary, at a 
salary not to exceed $3,000 per annum and expenses not to 
exceed $300 per annum, to perform all the powers, duties, 
and responsibilities that are now vested in and imposed by 
law on 'he County School Supervisor in the several counties 
of this slate, or the County Board of Education may auth- 
orize all the powers, duties and responsibilities now vested 
in and imposed by law on the said County School Super- 
visor ta vest in and be discharged by the superintendents 
of schools of the school districts in each county With such 
poyers and duties to be exercised by such superintendent 
of schools within the territorial boundaries of their, respec- 
tive; school d,«,strjcts.,

Therefore the matter of abolition has to be 


reached through election of so-minded members of 
the- County Board of Education. 


As 
reported 
yesterday, 
we conferred last 


Wednesday with the board member whose term is 
now expiring and which will be filled at the De- 
cember 5th school election — Milton Peebles of 
Saratoga — and found he was unwilling to commit 
himself at this time. 


Therefore it is necessary to nominate by at least 


50 names on a petition a man who will commit him- 
self to abolishing the County School Supervisor of- 
fice. And that petition will be circulated, completed 
and filed before the deadline next Wednesday, Nov. 
15 — 20 days before the election, as required by 
law. 


And regarding the option expressed in the above- 


quoted law of 1957, it is this newspaper's position 
that local circumstances justify wiping out the entire 
office — both Supervisor and Secretary, saving the 
half of the annual $16,000-plus Common School 
Fund that is now being wasted. 


This business actually started a year ago. We 


were prepared to fight back yonder. Ralph Lehman, 
on advocate of abolishment, filed for membership 
on the County Board of Education, but the retiring 
member, Clifford Franks, did not file — and there 
was no contest. This year, if our campaign is suc- 
cessful,, we will have a second pledged member on the 
five-man board, and there is a possibility others may 
come over to our way of thinking and give us a ma- 
jority. 


In any event the County School Supervisor's 


personal fortunes are protected. He holds a contract 
from the present board until June 30, 1963. 


So we have to act now in order to accomplish 


something a year and a half from now.
